To  the  Treasurer  and  Auditing  Committee  of  Simmons  College: 

Gentlemen:  We  have  completed  our  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  Sim- 
mons College  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1912,  and  have  satisfied  ourselves  that 
all  bonds,  notes,  certificates  of  stock  or  other  securities  which  were  on  hand  at 
the  beginning  of  the  period,  or  which  have  been  received  since,  are  now  either  in 
the  possession  of  the  College  or  are  acknowledged  to  be  held  by  the  Old  Colony 
Trust  Company  as  Agent,  or  are  fully  accounted  for  by  the  records. 

We  have  investigated  all  income  received  from  investments  as  well  as  from  the 
College  departments  and  have  seen  that  the  College  has  received  proper  credit 
therefor. 

All  disbursements  are  represented  by  suitable  vouchers  or  by  endorsed  checks 
and  the  balance  of  cash  called  for  by  the  records  is  acknowledged  by  the  banks. 

The  Bursar's  statement,  which  follows  the  forms  recommended  by  the  Carnegie 
Foundation,  has  been  checked  by  us  and  believed  to  be  correct. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Corporation,  $3,750.00  of  the  annuity  which, 
on  account  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  annuitants,  has  not  been  used,  has  been  set 
aside  as  a  depreciation  reserve  for  the  Educational  Plant.  The  Plant  repairs 
for  the  year,  amounting  to  $1,230.76,  have  been  charged  against  this  fund. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Corporation  a  "General  Scholarship  Fund," 
amounting  to  $2,393.00  and  derived  from  the  refunds  of  scholarships  by  students 
in  previous  years,  has  been  set  aside  out  of  accumulated  income.  The  refunds 
of  the  current  year  have  been  added  to  it  as  well  as  gifts  of  $30.00  received  from 
two  individuals,  making  a  total  of  $3,531.00.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Cor- 
poration to  decide  whether  this  fund  shall  receive  a  pro  rata  income  or  be  in- 
vested in  specific  securities  hereafter. 

We  certify  that  the  Balance  Sheet  herewith  (Schedule  D)  gives  a  true  state- 
ment of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  College  as  shown  by  the  books  and  that 
the  statement  of  income  and  expense  (Schedules  B-1  and  C-1)  sets  forth  the 
true  net  income  for  the  past  fiscal  year.

To  the  Treasurer  and  Auditing  Committee  of  Simmons  College,  Boston: 

Gentlemen:  We  have  audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  Simmons  College 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1913,  and  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  all  bonds, 
notes,  certificates  of  stock  or  other  securities  which  were  on  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  period  or  which  have  been  acquired  since,  are  now  either  in  the 
possession  of  the  College  or  are  acknowledged  to  be  held  by  the  Old  Colony 
Trust  Company  as  Agent,  or  are  fully  accounted  for  by  the  records. 

It  has  been  seen  that  each  item  of  investment  has  earned  its  proper  income 
and  that  the  amount  of  tuitions  and  fees  certified  to  by  the  Dean  and  by  the 
heads  of  departments  has  been  properly  credited  to  the  appropriate  accounts. 

Vouchers  properly  approved  have  been  found  for  all  disbursements  and  for 
all  journal  transfers  and  the  balance  of  cash  called  for  by  the  records  is  acknowl- 
edged by  the  banks. 

All  votes  by  the  corporation  or  Finance  Committee  relating  to  financial  trans- 
actions and  recorded  in  the  minutes  have  been  carried  out  and  suitable  records 
thereof  have  been  made  in  the  books  of  account.  One  half  of  the  $500,000.00 
investments  formerly  set  aside  for  the  annuity  has  been  returned  to  the  general 
account  and  the  investment  of  the  annuity  fund  has  been  transferred  to  the 
65-71  Franklin  Street  real  estate  by  vote  of  the  corporation.  One  half  of  the 
annuity  income,  no  longer  required  for  annuity  purposes,  has  been  applied  to 
the  depreciation  fund  by  a  similar  vote  and  the  building  repairs,  etc.,  for  the  year, 
amounting  to  $1,883.76,  have  been  charged  against  it  as  before.  Although  some 
securities  have  been  sold  and  certain  gifts  for  capital  funds  have  been  received 
and  credited  to  funds  accounts,  yet  the  total  of  investments  still  exceeds  the 
total  funds  by  so  considerable  an  amount  that  it  seems  best  to  consider  all  the 
cash  on  hand  as  available  for  current  purposes  as  was  the  case  at  the  beginning 
of  the  period. 

We  have  checked  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  made  on  the  forma 
recommended  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  and  believe  it  to  be  correct. 

A  few  minor  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  items  of  some 
of  the  schedules,  but  in  general  the  forms  follow  very  closely  those  of  last  year. 

We  certify  that  the  Balance  Sheet  herewith  (Schedule  D  of  the  Treasurer's 
Report)  gives  a  true  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  College  as 
shown  by  the  books  and  that  the  statements  of  income  and  expense  (Schedules 
B-1  and  C-1)  set  forth  the  true  net  income  for  the  fiscal  year.
